fom'd. The Ketch is gone for Milford, ha- 
ving fprung a Leake ; the faid Veffels were 
boarded and plunder’d 3 Days after by 
other French Capers. Captain VVade hath 
brought with him 2 of the Sailors belonging 
to the Mediterranean Galley Captain Bacon, 
Commander, who came hen Scanderoon 
richly laden, but lait from Gibraltar, and was 
after 4 Hours Engagement funk by the fore- 
faid French Privateer of 22 Guns. The
